Impertant to Kailreads. 


We call attention to an order published 
in another column from the railroad 


commissioners to the various railroad 
companies in this state, about the injuri- 
ous blockade of freights now existing. It 
seems that under some arrangement 
among the railroads only a certain 
quantity of cotton can be carried by 
certain railroads. This causes a blockade 
of freights, and it is the purpose of the 
railroad commission to relieve this press- 
ure. The railroad companies are required 
by this order to remove cotton and other 
freights when delivered to them for 
shipment to the extent of their capacity, 
without regard to any contract, expressed 
or implied, that may exist among them. 
The order is am important one, and is of 


importance not only to railroads but 


shippers. 
The Lawrenceville Kailroad. 

We learn from the Gwinnett Herald 
that the Lawrenceville branch railroad is 
rapidly approaching completion. It was 
hoped that the road would be ready for 
business by the first of August or Sep- 
tember, but the failure of the contractors 
to comply with the terms of their con- 
tract occasioned unexpected delay, but 
the enterprise is now under way again. 
The road-bed is graded, the trestles 
nearly all completed and track-laying has 
begun. It is thought, if there is no 
further delay, that the line will be com- 
pleted by the first of December. Ar- 
rangements have been made for a loco- 
motive and four cars, and these will be 
placed upon the road as soon as track- 
laying has sufficiently advanced to admit 
of it. When the road is completed, the 
Air-Line Belle, which now runs to Nor- 
cross, will go to Suwannee, and the 
people of Lawrenceville and _ sur- 
rounding country will have the 
advantage of an accommodation 
train to this city. But the advantage will 
not be altogether on the side of Atlanta. 
Lawrenceville is already pluming itself 
upon the probability of becoming an at- 
tractive summer resort for those who are 
anxious to flee the city. In a more sub- 
stantial direction, the Herald announces 
that three new warehouses are to be 
built near the depot. The truth is, how- 
ever, that the real advantages are those 
which are not obvious enough to be in- 
cluded in a newspaper article. They es- 
cape enumeration; but they make them- 


of forecasts down to eighty-six and four- 
tenths per cent. General Drum believes 
an average of ninety per cent is now at- 
tainable. These forecasts:are the result 
of the consideration of the data from one 
hundred and forty-six stations, tele- 
graphed to the office of the chief signal 
officer in cipher over a system of tele- 
graphic circuits, and charted graphically 
upon seven charts for study. The aver- 
age time elapsing between the moment 
at which the instruments are ordered to 
be read at the differentstations to that at 
which the data have been fully received 
in Washington is one hour and ten mip- 
utes. In one hour and forty minutes 
from the time the observations are made 
at the different stations, the forecasts are 
prepared and sent to the press and dis- 
tributing stations. In this way dis- 
tance is almost annihilated, and all the 
cities of the country are as well supplied 
with information as the capital itself. 

The chief signal officer contemplates 
the early taking of steps to largely in- 
crease the usefulness of the service to the 
cotton interests of the south, and to that 
end correspondence will soon be had 
with the representatives of the cotton 
exchanges to take into consideration the 
advisability of establishing a large num- 
ber of auxilliary stations in the cotton 
belt to take rainfall and temperature ob- 
servations, and also to select the most 
advantageous sites for such stations, 
which must be in telegraphic communi- 
cation with the cities of the south, so that 
all cotton exchanges may receive daily in- 
formation by telegraph of the meteoro- 
logical conditions affecting the cotton 
crop from April 1st to October lst of each 
year,

It was patented, bnt 
rhinoceros leather was in too great demand 
to satisfy the supply of these springs, and 
only by siow work could orders be fur- 
nished; then the result of this innovation 
developed itself, and the hide of the mighty 
beast it was discovered could not withstand 
as much of the wear and tear as the delicate 
kid, if made in the same thickness and ap- 
plied to the same uses. 

The skin was tanned and imported here 
by foreign concerns, and when placed on 
sale brought very high prices. Its general 
utility was net known, to a very great ex- 
tent, until lately. At present the hide of 
the rhinoceros is chiefly adapted to the 


manufacture of jewelers’ buffing-wheels, 
which are required in making a polish on 
gold jewelry, like that brought out in bur- 
nishing brass. In Germany and England 
there are about. a dozen tanneries where 
the skin of the rhinoceros is prepared for 
the market. 
The skins are sent to the tanneries direct 
from Africa in some cases by regular hunt- 
ing expedition parties. It requires from 
two to three years’ time to prepare the hides 
of these huge monsters for the leather mar- 
ket. When the time and cost required are 
taken into consideration, the cost of rhinoc- 
eros leather after importation is consider- 
able. An enterprising tannery has been 
established in Hartford, Connecticut, for 
the reception of the raw skins. 
They are enabled to furnish the leather 
to the trade of this city ata thickness of 
from a half to an eighth of an inch at one 
dollar per pound. It takes but very little 
to make a pound. From one whole rhinoc- 
erous skin it is estimated that at least 250 
*pounds can be easily secured by utilization 
trom the tannery, and when assorted will, 
‘hen sold, bring from $300 to $400. Al- 
though it takes nearly three years to pre- 
reone of these hides for the market, at 
least one hundred could be run through the 
process at the same time. 
The skins of the boa constricters are not 
supplied through the European market, but 
are directly brought from the deep forests 
of both Asia and Africa. The serpents are 
trapped and secured by the slaves of Ori- 
ental, Turkish and Egyptien trades-people. 
who have long been supplying the de- 
mands of snake-charmers, showmen and 
stylish dames and damselsof foreign coun- 
tries. The snakes are often worn around 
the necks and armsof these people while 
alive. They are made barmiess by the 
skill of the necromancer or serpent doctor, 
whois honored for his wonderful powers 
in successfully tearing out the fangs and 
drawing the deadly poison from these ser- 
pents. At presenta large fancy goods es- 
tablishment on Broadway, ne.r Twentieth 
street, has introduced the skin of the boa- 
constrictor gsome of the most fasch- 
ionable and convenient of their articles of 
ladies’ wear and personal ronment.

Taking this view of the situation, and 
provided the remainder of the season will pan 
out results proportionately as good as the past 
two months, we will, we dare say, miss our mark 
by a small number of bales. Most persons enter- 
tain little hope for such an unusual increase and 
place figures at 125,000 bales, and regard the pres- 
ent rush of cotton the consequence cf the un- 
precedentedly heavy increase in the amount of

ths minds of many, and should we be fortunate 
enough to secure even 125,000 bales we con- 
sider that Atlanta has accomplished a _ vic- 
tory worthy of her energy and vim.

~The London Times says that at the 
request of his Irish tenantry Earl Fitzwil 
liam has determined {o pass the winter in 
Ireland He owns a large and beautiful 
property in Wicklow, and hes always been 
in the habit of passirg there a portion o 
each year; but havirg some £100,000 a year 
in England, and the house reported tole 
the largest in ihe land afier Windsor, be 
naturally spent the bulk of his iime there.
